band for 5 years and never putting out a full length alburn it’s like , it’s about bucket) time we did this. And it’s 
the realest tiling we ever did , I’m so siked about this album coming out , that’s why we haven’t been playing 
much or anything because it’s like we’ve been putting all our Fucken effort into this album . And it’s the shit. 
The one luckeri chance to record all these songs , we never want to record these songs ever again for the rest of 
our lives and that’s it . 


How long have you spent in the studio ?
